‘HE problem of finding a rem- 
‘edy. for whooping cough has 
been a long and discouraging 
= one. As I have said before, almost 
a every Xnown drug has been used. 
‘ Roots and 
herbs have 
been boiled, 
steeped 
burned, in- 
haled, and 
swallowed in 
the effort to 
control the 
frequency 
and severity 
of the cough- 
ing spells. 
Sprays have 
==: been intro- 
» duced by va- 
rious meth- 
ods into the 
nose and throat. Vapors of many 
pungent drugs have been inhaled. 

Turpentine, camphor, com- 
pound tincture of benzoin, creo- 
sote, menthol. and many other 
remedies have been added to 
boiling. water and the fumes in- 
haled. in every neighborhood 
someone always has a favorite 
cure for whooping cough. Seda- 
tive drugs, belladonna, lobelia, 
acetanelid, bromides, codeine, 
paragoric, pheno - barbatol, and 
hosts of others all have been used 
and sometimes with success, but 
none have accomplished the de- 
sired results. 

Grandmothers tied a_ string 
around the abdomen and claimed 
much benefit. There was certain 
virtue in it, though we are not 
guite sure why it helped. We 
know that snug band of soft 
warm material fastened around 
the abdomen aids in controlling 
the frequency and severity of the 
paroxysms and affords much 
comfort. 


DR. CHRISMAN 
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N THE last few years, remedies 

and methods have been devel- 
oped that are giving much relief. 
The use of whooping cough vac- 
cines are both preventive and 
remedial in many cases. They 
are not as successful in treating 
the disease after it has started as 
they are in preventing. The old 
saying, “An ounce of prevention 
is worth a pound of cure,” is very 
true in. this disease. 

Indeed, prevention in children’s 
discases, must take the place of 
treatment. There is so much var- 
jaticn-in the severity of whoop- 
ing caugh that it is hard to eval- 
vate @ remedy except where a 
large number of cases may be 
observed, Vaccines are sc helpful 
in meny cases that they should 
be: tried in all cases as early as 
possible. They can do no: i:arm 
and may do much good. 

Much success has been deriv- 
ed from the injection of about a 
teaspoonful of a mixture of equal 
parts of ether and olive oil. In 
the case of infants, only 25% of 
ether is used. The odor of ether 
can'be detected on the breath in 
three or four minutes and lasts 
for six to eight hours. It does no 
harm to kidneys or heart, and 
not only controls the severity of 
the paroxysms, but seems to 
shorten the course of the disease. 
The amount can be increased if 
necessary. 

In one series of fifty-eight 
cases treated by this oil enema, 
they were much improved in four 
days and were practically well in 
ten days. Dr. Flora B. Innes of 
the medical school of Vellora, 
South India, noting the fact that 
the hydrogen concentration of 
the: plasma and inorganic phos- 
phorus of the blood are lower 
than normal in whooping cough, 
and that the administration of 
alxalies corrects this, commenced 
treating her cases with alkalies 
with surprisingly good results.

HE found very large doses 
were necessary. Thus a weak- 
ly, undersized child is given 30 
grains of soda bicarbonate (bak- 
ing soda) five times to twenty- 
four hours in order to stop the 


whoop. It needs this dosage for 
a week and four times a day fer 
a second week. 

An older, stronger child will 
need 30 to 45 grains a day. and 
still older ones may require 60 
grains, four or five times a day. 
The bowels must be kept well 
open. Dr. Innes gives a saline 
ypurgative twice a day for two or 
& three days and once a day for 

‘the next three days. 

lf the cough does not change 
in.three days it is because the 
bowels are still constipated and 
if ‘that is remedied, the whoop 
and cough will decrease. She 
gives plenty of fluids, two or 
three’ pints:a-day. Stops all milk 
and meat in the diet, and gives 
fruits amd vegetables, plenty of 
brown sugar, and cereals. 

With this treatment there is 
marked improvement in three 
days and by the eighth day al- 
most entire freedom from cough. 
The. soda and diet are continued 
for a week. The success with this 
method is quite. remarkable. .In 
all s there should be allowed 
ae gp of fresh air and sunshine.

And fio matter how soon you 
want the spring permanent, al- 
low at least a week or two for 
treatments to help recondition 
the hair and scalp as much as 
possible before you have the 
wave. Then 
continue the 
r e condition- 
ing treat- 
ments for 
several weeks 
afterward 
until your 
hair is as 
soft and 
manageable 
and natural 
in appear- 
ance as you 
could wish it. 

Even oily 
hair requires 
preliminary 
care for best results. For this 
type hair use a special tonic 
for oily hair should be applied 
daily and the scalp given a thor- 
ough massage to help normalize 
the action of the oil glands. 
Brush daily with a stiff, but flex- 
ible bristled brush, wiping the 
brush on a clean towel several 
times during the brushing to re- 
move the dust and oil and pre- 
vent its being returned to the 
scalp.

If the ends of your hair are 
already split and ragged, work a 
small amount of scalp pomade 
or warm olive oil into the ends 
of the split hairs daily. If the 
ends are very bad, it is a good 
idea to take the hair, small 
strands at a time, roll up tightly 
and run your fingers up the 
strands to loosen the split ends. 
Snip these off with a pair of 
sharp scissors and then saturate 
the entire head with hot oil. 
Bind in a towel and leave on for 
an hour or overnight if possible. 
Follow by a thorough shampoo 
with bland soap.

Massage the areas with the 
palms of your hands, lifting and 
releasing the skin of the scalp 
until it feels loose and tingling. 
Use a pomade and an anttseptic 
hair tonic.

Movies have a definitely estab- 
lished place in modern life, but 
only in their place may they be 
educative and diverting. Once a 
week is not too often for a child 
to go to the movies, if the parent 
takes an interest in what his 
child goes to see. Keep posted. 
Read newspaper reviews of pic- 
tures. Make recommendations. 
Afterward invite discussion. This 
will make him think about what 
he has seen, teaching him to be 
discriminating.

ANY men who were under 
constant restraint have made 
a rather good job of life in the 
main.
